SCENE OF THE FIGHT. 
{A. P. DAY REPORT.1 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 6.—According 
to the information at the War Depart- 
ment, Peit-Sang is at the head of tide- 
water on the Pei Ho, between eleven 
and twelve miles by road beyond Tien- 
Tsin. It ie a village of mud huts, of 
considerable size, but not walled. The 
river at this point is not navigable by 
anything larger than a good-sized ateam 
launch, and it is thought the troops 
reached there in small boats, towed by 
naval launches. The country along the 
river between Peking and Tien-Tsin is 
a low alluvial plain, almost impassa- 
ble for wheel vehicles in the wet sea- 
son, and under quite a high state of 
cultivation. It presents no natural de- 
fensive features, and the War Depart- 
ment knows no strategic reason why 
the Chinese should have made a stand 
there rather than at any other of the 
dozen villages east of the walled town 
of Tung Chow, where an immense 
amount of provisions is stored, upon 
which the city of Peking would have to 
depend in case of siege. 

From the fact that the engagement 
lasted seven and one-half hours it is 
argued that the Chinese must have 
been heavily intrenched, or that there 
was an immense horde of them ta stub- 
bornly contest the advance of the 16,000 
international troops. It is figured by 
military experts that a loss of 1200 
men killed and wounded on the part of 
the allies probably means a loss of from 
three to six times as many by the 
}Chinese. It is possible that a blow of 
this magnitugée may break the re- 
sistence of the Chinese, but on tne 
other hand, it is possible that thie may 
be one of a large number of places on 
the road that have been intrenched, 
with a view of falling back and con- 
testing the foreign advance, so as to 
delay as long as possible the arrival of 
the foreigners at Peking. Unless the 
opposition suddenly breaks down, the 
military experts look for a desperate 
engagement when the troops reach the 
walled city of Tung Chow, which is 
said to be even more favorably located

SUFFERED A CHECK. 


Allies Said to Have Met With 
Tugela Tactics. 


London Receives Various Advices in 
Regard to the Ministers, 


IA F. NIGHT REPORT.) 
LONDON, Aug. 7, 3:40 a.m.—[{By At- 
lantic Cable.] “The advance of the al- 
lied forces commenced today,” cables 
the British Consul at Tien-Tsin, under 
date of August 4. This is the first of- 
ficial information received here that the 
attempt to relieve Peking had begun. 
It is accepted as correct. 

The British Consul does not mention 
any fighting, but the Shanghai corre- 
apondent the Daily Mail, telegraph- 
ing Sunday, says: “The Peking relief 


column is reported to have suffered a 


check. The Chinese are said to have 
adopted Tugela tactics, and after sev-. 
eral hours of fighting to have re 
treated.“ 
This ts the only message received in 
London this morning, bearing out the 


‘reports of Admiral Remey and Com- 


mander Taussig, regarding an engage- 
ment at Peitsang. The fact that the 
advance did not begin until Saturday 
te taken to strengthen the supposition 
of a battle Sunday. In the same cable- 
gram, which was read in the House of 
Commons, the Consul at Tien-Tsir 
says. “News from the Japanese lega-

“Yesterday the Chinese Minister, Sir 
Chih Chen Lo Feng Luh, communicated 
to Lord Salisbury a message from the 
Tsung Li Yamen, dated July 31, reiter- 
ating the statement that the ministers 
were safe on that date, and recounting 
the friendly relations existing between 
them and the Yamen, as well as re- 
porting the sending of supplies to the 
legations by the Yamen. The message 
contain s important statement:

PROVISIONS FOR TROOPS. 
CHICAGO PACKERS MUST WORK. 
tur DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

CHICAGO, Aug. 6.—fExclusive Dis- 
patch.) Feeding the armies of the 
world has exhausted the surplus sup- 


stock yards, and Chicago packers are 
considering the proposition of operat- 
ing their plants night and day. The 
Hispano-American war, the Boer-Brit- 
ish controversy, the conflict in the 
Philippines, the opening of the Klon- 
dike and Cape Nome gold regions, and 
finally the war in China have contrib- 
uted to this condition of offairs. 

The climox was reached today, when 
Tncle Sam demanded of great purvey- 
ors of foed supplies 838.200 pounds of 
meat for his soldiers in the Orient 
and the Philippines.

AMERICAN FRUITS ABROAD. 


Cannot Get into France With- 
out Treaty. 


Prof. John B. Smith Investigates Fer- 
eign Restrictions. | 


= 


{A. Dax REPORT} 
NEW YORK, Aug. 6. Prof. John B. 
Smith, State Entomologist of New 
| Jersey, has just returned from abroad, 
where he went to investigate the re- 
strictions against American fruits. 
Prof. Smith also investigated the 
methods of handling insects in Euro- 
pean countries. 

| With regard to the fruits Prof. Smith 
| ascertained that it would be practically 
| impossible for American fruits to be 
| shipped into France, except by treaty 
arrangement. French officials have an 
idea that all American fruits are ta- 


— 


| booed. If the fruit is forced through 
| there is so much red tape about it that 
the fruit spolis before it 


reaches the 
hands of the customer. 

Efforts to exclude American fruits 
| bave been abandoned in Holland, the 

rofessor found, but in Belgium very 
— American fruits are received. 
Officials in Germany, he said, seemed 
to be fair-minded and disposed to treat 
| shipments more considerately. He 
found that at Hamburg, while there, a 
consignment of 30,000 barrels of apples 
was received. 

Prof. Smith believes that if American 
fruit shippers will treat their custom- 
ers fairly there will be no trouble 
about the sale of American fruits in 
foreign countries. Everything is sold 
at auction, and never by surface show. 
One barrel in every ten is emptied out 
upon the floor and the sale is made 
upon the condition of the fruit thus 
displayed. The man who puts a lot 
of poor fruit at the bottom of the bar- 
rele stands a poor show. 

Foreign officials are particular about 
the San José scale. If a single scale is 
found on one apple in a barrel, the 
entire shipment would be excluded. 
Prof. Smith Was agreeably surprised 
to find that the American fruit exhibit 
surpassed those of other countries. He 
found that the Fren mission 
merchants were greatly in ted in 
these frufte, and it te his opinion that 
next year there will be a no 
crease in the demand for New Jersey 
frults.

| THE CHINESE CALENDAR. 
YEAR HAS 354 DAYS, HOUR 
MINUTES—NO WEEK. 


(New Tork Tribune:] The sojourner 
in the Far East is sometimes driven to 
wonder why the Chinese have a calen- 
dar at all. They view the passing of 
time with superb indifference; punc- 
tuality, if such a thing were ever to 
enter into the Celestial calculation, 
would be regarded as undignified. 
Nevertheless, they have a calendar 
which is by no means a bad one when 
one considers its immense antiquity. 
A wise monarch named Yao some time 
about 2300 B. C. revised the calendar 
in use before that date to the form in 
which it is found at present. A volume 
would be needed to explain all its pe- 
cullarities, but now that dispatches are 
mentioning Chinese dates it is as well 
to have some idea as to wherein the 
Celestial calendar differs from the 
Gregorian. : ; 

The Chinese year is and there - 
fore consists of 354 days. Before the 
time of Yao tradition has it that the 
year consisted of 360 days, and that 
confusion had resulted. That ruler de- 
creed that time should be measured by 
the moon, and that every nineteen 
years should contain seven additional 
months—almost one extra month every 
three years. This reckoning is excel- 
lent; it varies only about an hour every 
nineteen years from the true time. 

Although the year is lunar, its be- 
ginning is regulated by the sun. Thus 
the new year comes between January 
2 and February 6, unlike the Mohome- 
tan new year, which is regulated en- 
tirely by the moon, and comes at any 
time, winter or summer. The year is 
divided into twelve lunar months, «alled 
by numbers, as first, second, and so 
on. The extra month that comes about 
every three years is not added at the 
end, as one would suppose, but 
is inserted any where, probably 
according to some system too subtle 
for western minds. The months are 
subdivided into thres-parts, which are 
not again subdivided, so that a China- 
man may speak of an event without 
mentioning the exact time within ten 
days. The days are also numbered, so 
that exactness may be secured if a 
Chinaman should ever happen to want 
such a thing. There is no week, but 
foreigners are gradually teaching the 
meaning of such a division. The Chi- 
nese hour is 120 minutes long, but in 
this instance again the foreigner is 
making some impression on the ancient 
custom, and the Chinese in and near 
the treaty ports are familiar with the 
weatern method. It may be added, in- 
cidentally, that Peking is just about 
twelve hours ahead of New York in 
point of time. 

The Chinese gather the years together 
into cycles, as oceldentals do, but for 
some extraordinary reason the cycle 
consists of sixty years. This cycle is 
very ancient and probably has some- 
thing to do with old astrological super- 
stitions. Another method of number- 
ing years is by the reigns of the Em- 
perors. The present year is the thirty- 
sixth year of the seventy-sixth cycle, 
or the year 4636 since the adoption of 
the present chronology. 

Each year has a separate name, 
formed by some combination of ten 
“stem” characters joined with twelve 
“branch” characters. These are used 
in an ingenious way that could be de- 
scribed only by a lengthy article, and 
would probably be not quite intelligible 
to the western mind. To go straight 
to anything is impossible to the ori- 
ental. and the complicated system of 
naming the years is proof of Chinese 
ingenuity. 

Of late years it has been suppcsed 
that the Chaldeans and Chinese had 
some intercourse at the time when Yao 
reformed the calendar, and that the 
two countries worked together in mak- 
ing the change. Certain it is that a 
similar event occurred in Chaldea 
about the same time. But whenever 
the calendar was adopted it is likely 
for a long time to withstand the march 
of progress. It is correct enough, and 
the inconvenience does not worry the 
Chinaman in the least.

The Los Angeles Board of Education 
met last night, having adjourned from 
last Friday, and transacted consider- 
able business, the. most important be- 
ing the decision to introduce manual 
training in the lower grades, and to 
provide for increased work in Sloyd 
and in cooking. The manner in which 
teachers are selected was touched upon, 
and a determination was expressed by 
all members present to place no person 
on the regular teaching force unless 
the appointee has demonstrated fitness, 
either by doing substitute work in this 
city or by coming here with an estab- 
lished reputation.

It 
will also be necessary to engage a 
supervisor for the next year or two to 
instruct the city teachers in the third 
and fourth grades the proper methods 
of teaching the new branches. It is in- 
tended that the regular kindergarten 
supervisor shall direct the new work 
in the first and second grades, 
the supervisor of drawing will oversee 
the added work in her line. 

This plan will make the transition 
from the kindergarten to the grades 
ester and will, provide manual training 
to some extent for all grades in the city 
schools. The same system is in use in 
Chicago, New York, Minneapolis and 
many other places, and everywhere has 
met with approval. The time to be de- 
voted to the work here will not ex- 
ceed one and a half hours per week.

| COMPARATIVE STUDIES 
OF TWO CENTURIES. 


VIII.—CHEMISTRY IN 1800 AND IN 
1900. 


At the beginning of the eighteenth 
century chemistry had juet been eman- 
cipated from the influence of medieval 
superstition and had established its 
right to be considered an independent 
science, with the consciousness of a 
basis for future individual develop- 
ment. Almost from the Christian era 
it was stunted by the ignis fatuus of 
alchemy and iatro chemistry, its sole 
reason for existence being the applica- 
tion of the few known facts to the con- 
version of the baser metals into gold, 
or to the exploitation of so-called 
medicinal remedies. The knowledge 
thus far collected was incidental to 
these purposes and the prevalent theo- 
ries were borrowed from the ancients 
or Arabians. All known substances 
were supposed to be formed by varying 
proportions of the essential principles— 
earth, water, fire, air, mercury, sulphur 
and salt. Experimental science, hav- 
ing for its object the establishment of 
fundamental theories, derived by the 
correlation of observed facts, was 
unknown. 

Chemistry as an independent science 

owes its origin to Robert Boyle, who, in 
the middle of the seventeenth century 
was the first to courageously oppose 
the older doctrines advocated by the 
peripatetics and who, by a series of 
masterly writings sought to replace 
the vague notion of principles by more 
definite chemical elements, defined by 
him as substances which could not by 
ordinary means be disintegrated into 
two or more simpler bodies. It is true 
Boyle frequently erred in his conclu- 
sions, as for example, when he consid- 
ered glass and water to be chemical 
elements, owing to his inability to de- 
compose them. Although his methods 
were often weak, his conclusions were 
sound and his brilliant experimental 
genius finally succeeded in establishing 
the science on a firm basis, even ren- 
dering the “black art” fashionable at 
court; kings and princes neglected or- 
dinary affairs of state in order to dab- 
ble with the “spring of the afr” and 
kindred topics. 
Although Boyle revolutionized meth- 
ods, it was not until the beginning of 
the eighteenth century that the entire 
scientific world abandoned the older 
views and the way was opened for the 
establishmnt of the first chemical the- 
ory which undertook to connect a se- 
ries of obviously related facts. Until 
this necessary advance was made no 
substantial progress could be noted, for 
all the efforts of investigation ended 
merely in alimiess wanderings. This 
first scientific step opened the way for 
consistent and vigorous advance. The 
first theory was subsequently discarded 
because it was founded upon qualita- 
tive and not quantitative observation 
of chemical phenomena, nevertheless 
its benefit was incalculable, for it out- 
lined a definite and precise course for 
future experimentation. The theory is 
known as that of phlogiston. Its object 
was to explain the changes taking 
place during combustion. All matter 
while burning was believed to separate 
a principle. termed phlogiston, so that 
the remeining incinerated product was 
sup to be ofesimpler composition 
than the initial substance. The fault 
of the theory was that in reality bodies 
during burning gain in weight, a sep- 
aration seeming, therefore, less likely 
than a union. A further development 
of eighty years was required before 
workers in the science realized this 
fact. The phlogiston period was one 
of great activity in the chemical field 
and many notable discoveries occurred 
under its auspices. Particularly was 
this true of the isolation of various 
gases such as carbon dioxide, nitrous 
oxide (laughing Sas.) nitric oxide, am- 
monia gas, muriatic acid gas, chlorine 
and lastly oxygen and hydrogen. Black, 
Priestly, Scheule, Watt Cavendish and 
many other men added luster to the 
science. Considerable progress wes 
made in chemical industry: the manu- 
facture of sulphuric acid developed and 
toward the end of the century when 
the phlogiston theory was already giv- 
ing way to our modern views the dry 
distillation of bituminous coal and the 
manufacture of illuminating gas, coke 
and tar began. 

The phlogiston period was brought to 
an end about 1780-90 by the accurate re- 
searches of the Frenchman Lavoisier. 
This investigator demonstrated com- 
bustion to be a union with one of the 
constituents of the atmosphere, a gas 
which Priestly and Scheule had dis- 
covered and which Lavoisier named 
oxygen. Substances in burning were 
shown to have gained weight, and this 
gain in weight was demonstrated to 
be commensurate with o lose suffered 
by the air supporting the process of 
burning. Chemical elements, as they 
are today. were defined as forms of 
matter which, when alone, could not be 
changed into two or more simpler bod- 
les and the products of combustion 
were therefore shown to be com- 
pounds. Lavotster's crowning work 
was the final proof that water is oa 
compound of hydrogen and oxygen and 
the firm establishment of the law of 
constantey of matter. 
of nomenclature, substant! ly the same 
as that of today, was introduced and 
the way was opened for the marvelous 
ndvances made in the nineteenth cen- 
tury. 

After the death of Lavoisier, in 1792. 
o host of earnest Investigators carried 
on his work: new elements and com- 
peunds were discovered and by 1806 the 
day was clear for the establishment of 
the fundamental Jaw govecning the 
composition of chemical compounds 
known as the law of constant propor- 
tions (Proust.) All true chemical com- 
pounds were recognized os having their 
constituent elements combined in con- 
stant ond unvarying ratio by weight, 
and although a bitter oppesition to 
this view was carried on by the emi- 
nent scientist Berthollet, the facts re- 
venled by careful onalysis estabHshed 
the theory, and from that time all 
chemical science was based upon their 
understanding. Almost simultaneously 
with this advance, the present theory 
of otoms, which has been of immeasur- 
able benefit in the progress of the 
science, wos developed in England by 
John Dalton, and the Mus governing 
the combining volumes of gases were 
discovered by Gay-Lussac in France, 
thus serving to firmly establish this 
theory in the chemica!’ world. 

Chemical industry received a great 
impetus from the intense octivity in 
the theoretical flelk The isolation of 
Froonce during the revolutionay¥ period 
caused her to make an earnest effort 
te supply chemicals previously pur- 
chased obroad, and as a resuit the Le 
Plone process for the manufacture of 
originoted there. Until recently 
it was-the sole means of producing 
this important chemical. Owtnge to the 
possibility of the commercial produc- 
tion of chlorine, bleaching powder came 
into use: ammonia wos fene‘ated in 
quantity from the gas works, which 
were increasing in number, ond the 
cultivation of the su@ar beets and the

The period in the history of chemis- 
try immediately following the 
standing of the law of definite propor- 
tions was until about 1882 mainly de- 
voted to defining and enla e 
views already established, the princi- 
pal object being to investigate the 
subject of atomic weights, which were 
chemical quantities defined by Dalton, 
and about the exact int etation of 


which bitter controversy reigned. 
conflict thus precipitated stimulated 
research and served to hasten the dis- 


covery of many new elements and 
compounds and to perfect the methods 
of analysis. The Swedish chemist Ber- 
zellus, a man of endurance, untiring 
energy and experimenta! skill far de- 
yond that of any of his contemporeries, 
was the most notable figure in the 
chemical world of this period. In addt- 
tion to his prebminent dexterity in the 
laboratory he was a voluminous writer. 
The results of his researches were com- 
piled in a manual of chemistry, which 
first appeared in the Swedish language 
ond which was subsequently translated 


general chemical field was reviewed in 
an annual compilation. By means of 
his activity and his exceptional facili- 
ties for bringing his views before his 
colleagues Berzelius succeeded during 
thirty years in completely dominating 
the science. ; 
period from 1806 to 184 was 
fruitful in the discovery and isolation 
of new elements, over twenty-five be- 
ing added*¢to the known list. Mineral 
analysis almost reached the standard 
of the present day, and the study of 
crystalline forms and crystallography 
began to establish itself as an inde- 
pendent science. Almost all of the ex- 
perimental results obtained were dis- 
covered with reference to the possi- 
bility of determining the relative 
weights of the atoms of the elements. 
Two opposing schools arose, one main- 


taining that the accurate derstand- 
ing of these small quantit would be 
forever an impossibility: the other 


that a judicious combination of lab- 
oratory results with theoretical reason- 
ing ultimately would lead to definite 
conclusions. The latter a finally 
triumphed. 

Until 1828 a sharp division existed 
between so-called {inorganic chemistry 
and that portion of the science termed 
organic. The substances with which 
organic chemistry had to deal were 
supposed to be the product of life ac- 
tion only; it was believed that any at- 
— at laboratory fo tion of the 
products of living: organisms would 
fail. In 1828 Wohler with one stroke 
broke down the barrier. He succeeded 
in synthesising urea, which had been 
considered solely the result of physio- 
logical action. The result opened a 
new field for chemical activity, and in 
a few years many men were engaged 
in investigations which led to the pro- 
duction of a large number of new sub- 
stances and their derivatives, all con- 
taining the element combined 
with hydrogen, many of also 
with gen, nitrogen and phosphorus 
and sulphur. The possibilities of this 
new branch of the science, still termed 
from habit organic chemistry, were 
practically unlimited, but the old con- 


troversy in to atomic weights 
was not settled. Its development was 
retarded owl to the misunderstand- 


ing of chemical principles. In 1832 Lie- 
big and Wohler published a long re- 
search on the oll of bitter almonds, 
which did much to clear up existing 
misconceptions, and a few jears later 
the French chemists, Dumas, Laurent 
and Gerhardt, made a further advance 
by the discovery of chlorinated acetic 
acid and allied bodies. The conception 
of the nature of organic substances 
and of the mission of this branch of 
chemistry became clearer. In the early 
% Kekule in Bonn and Frautland 
and Williamson in England finally 
brought order owt of chaos and placed 
the science on a theoretical basis which 
hos been followed to the present day. 

Meanwhile, although much time had 
been spent in theoretical discussion, 
experimental work had grown rapidly, 
and the result became apparent in a 
Practical way. In 1825 Foraday dis- 
covered benzine in the ofl obtained 
from the distillation’ of coal for gas 
works. In itself the discovery was ap- 
perently of no practical importance, 
but yet this same substance was thirty 
years later to become the oll from 
which was derived aniline and many of 
the modern coal-tar products. The 
waste tar of the gas works, formerly a 
nuisance, is now redistilled and refined. 
It produces all the innumerable dyes 
which are in use today, as well as an- 
tipyrine, antifebrin, phenacetin and a 
host of other modern medicinal reme- 
dies. No branch of chemical industry 
hos shown greater advances than that 
of coal tar and its derivatives and 
none can rival it in the multiplicity 
and the varied application of its prod- 
ucts. Aniline was first systematically 
investignted by Hoffmon in 1843. The 
first aniline dye was placed on the 
market in 1856 by Perkin in Fngland. 
In 1868 Graebe and Liebermann pro- 
duced artificial madder which later en- 
tirely replaced the natural product and 
caused the entire revolution of aeri- 
cultural methods in France. Subse- 
quentiy HBaeyer succeeded in accom- 
plishing the difficult task of preparing 
artificial indigo. Of recent years one 
of the greatest advances in organic 
chemistry has been accomplished by 
Emit! Fischer tn his exhaustive work on 
the group of substances known aes su- 
sare. He has at last succeeded in 
preparing synthetic glucose from mate- 
rials obtaineble in the laboratory. 

fifteen years has brought 
forward the development of a etl. 
cally new fleld of chemical work, which 
is at present termed physical chemie 
try. This portion of the sclence con- 
cerns itself chiefly with the Interme- 
diary ground lying between physics 
and chemistry, ond olthough the hie- 
tory of its later development has been 
brief it already has many notable 
achievements to its credit. Its future 
work concerning electrical problems 
closely allied to chemistry and the 
elucidation of questions »ppertatning 
to solution will imevitably have a wide 
practical bep ring. The influence of 
physical chemistry already is being 
felt in many branches of technical 
industry. 

The strides token by the chemical 
industries, based unon the exhaustive 
theoretical knowledge obtained by 
vears of lab ratorv develonment. have 
heen marvelous. Within the limits of 
this brief article it ts not possible to 
enumerate the smallest proportion of 
their progress. Apart from the sub- 
jects mentioned obove, modern chem- 
istry bas revolutionized the manufarc- 
ture of explosives, glass. soap. paper. 
alloys and cement. Metallurgy ts on 
an entirely different footing, and the 
process of electro-metallurgy has be. 
come one of the most important in- 
dustries In existence. Beet-sugor pro- 
duction has been developed almost into 
an exact science, and the various 
processes of ferméhtation and alcohol 
preparotion have kept pace with the 
rest.

{A. F. NIGHT REPORT.} 
BIELEFELD (Pruesia,) Aug. 6.— 
[By Atlantic Cable] At the unveiling 
of the statue of the Great Elector to- 
day, Emperor William delivered a 
notable speech, dwelling upon the dark 


days of the Thirty Years’ War and the 


imperishable service rendered by Fred- 


try from the hope of establishing a 
great northern empire, which one day 
should draw together the German 
katherland. 

“This wonderful result,” said the Em- 
peror, “has finally been fulfilled, and 
chiefly because every Prince has been 
animated by the consciousness that he 
Was only an ‘earthly governor and had 
to render an account to a higher King.

WILSHIRE’S WAR ENDED. 


Gouncil Adopts an Ordinance 
Raising Billboards. 


Board of Public Works Sees Old Ordi- 
nance Would Work Grievous Wrong. 


Yesterday afternoon the hearts of the 
City Councilmen melted to a tender- 
fess for Wilshire and his billboards and 
_@ther biliboari men and their 
boards. On recommendation of. the 
Board of Public Works and the advice 
of the City Attorney an ordinance was 
passed changing the height limit from 
Six feet to ten feet. The recommenda- 
‘tien of the Board of Public Works was 
as follows: 

“In the matter of petition No. 442, 
from the Los Angeles Bill Posting 
Company, Burt & Packard Company, 
NM. W. Stewart & Company et al., your 
committee would respectfully recom- 
mend that the ordinance regulating 
billboards be amended to provide that 
the height of billboards shall not ex- 
ceed ten feet. The City Attorney has 
advised this committee to the effect 
‘that a doubt exists in his mind as to 
Whether the ordinance as it is today 
would stand in the courts. If the 
height were changed from six feet to 
tem feet, ne declares there would be ro 
question as to its being sustained. it 
has been clearly shown to this commit- 
tee that no bill-posting company can 
continue in business with six-foot 
boards. Fully 90 per cent. of the paper 
used on billboards requires ten. feet cf 
space. Fixing the height of billboards 
at six feet practically amounts to pro- | 
hibition of the bill-posting business.” | 
“Hasn't this matter been in court, and 
has mot the ordinance been sustained 
gn court?’ inquired Councilman Toil 
when the communication had been read.

EQUALIZATION BOARD REPORT. 

At the meeting of the City Council! 
yesterday a report was received from 
the clerk of the City Board of Equali- 
zation’ ‘announcing the completion of 
the labors of the board. 

The assessed valuation of all property 
within the city exclusive of railroads 
is placed at $67,469,224.

I last saw her she was accompanying 
Gen. Bates's expedition for the occu- 
pation of North Mindanao. She wae 
sent to northern waters to give her 
officers and crew a vacation, which, 
thanks to the Boxers, has been per- 
emptorily postponed. Her marines are 
somewhere in the neighborhood of 
Tien-Tsin fighting and marching on 
empty stomachs. Her jackies and her 
guns have been responsible for the 
safety of the foreign poputation of the 
treaty port of Che Foo. 

The first person on board was a war- 
rant officer from the Y®rktown. He 
sought information as to who we were 
and what our business here was in 
troublous times when it is well that 
everybody shall be watched. Instead 
of answering his questions we asked 
him for the news.“ We meant the 
news from Admiral Seymour's force, 
from the legations and from the 
between Tlen-Tein and Peking. He told 
us the news from Che Foo. 

“We had a night ot it.” he said. 
There are five or six hundred Chinese 
soldiers in those two forts on either 
side of the town and there's only the 
Yorktown here to keep tab on them. 
We didn't know but they were going 
to try it on last night, and we were 
ready to put a landing force ashore any 
minute.“ 

Then we learned that Tien-Tsin was 
partially destroyed and the allied force 
there besieged, with no news of Ad- 
miral Seymour for thirteen days. 

Che Foo lies in the dip at the foot 
of a circular ridge of hills surrounding 
it. The forts seem to have been lo- 
cated with a view to commanding the 
town rather than to defend it from 
attack by the sea. 

AS soon as the rumor came that the 
Boxers were active in the neighborhood, 
and might lead the gunners astray, as 
they did at Taku, Capt. Taussig sent 
for the taotai (local Governor.) who 
forewent dilatory oriental etiquette and 
came on din a hurry. 

“If your soldiers fire a shot,” said 
the captain to the taotail, “my first 
duty will be to destroy the native city. 
Then a foreicn flag will be raised over 
Che Foo. It will be 4 Chinese Che Foo 
no more. I¢ will be American or Brit- 
ish or German or Russian.” 

The taotai seemed much impressed 
and was artfully Chinege in not com- 
mitting himself to any policy. If we 
hac been as clever as the Germans we 
could have had a row easily enough 
here and have raised our flag on Chi- 
nese soll. That is not the object of 
the moment, however. It is to rescue 
the Jegations, Admiral Seymour and 
Capt. McCallo’s force and the mis- 
sionaries. All manner of accommoda- 
tions in Che Foo are taken up with the 


refugees, who think that safe 


ap soon as they reoch here. ey bring 
no particularity harrowing tales—only 
accounts of ugly and gsiowering popula- 
tions who all, with sullen acquicscence, 
allowed them to depart. The overflow 
is going to Kores, their Korean com- 
rades having made them welcome. 

Although the Chinese guns could 
tear the torn to pieces with 12-inch 
shelis in an hour, and could have sunk 
the Yorktown, if the Chinese gunners 
could aim at all as well as those did 
at Teku, the wives and families of the 
foreign merchants remain in perfect 
confidence that there will be no 
trouble, and, in perfect cenfidence that 
if there is, they will be safe enough 
in a warehouse. Confidence is all but 
too characteristic of oll the foreign 
populations except the missionaries. 
The average merchant thinks that he 
could drive off a Chinese regiment with 
a stick. He cannot yet fully 
realize the enormity of the events to 
the north. He has become hardened in 
his belief in the non-combative rature 
of the Chinese. The more excitabhb'e 
missionaries circulate rumors which 
they get from Chinese sources. The 
consuls partly believe the rumors; the 
merchants laugh at them. At the same 
time it is by official advice than other- 
wise that the Missioraries are led to 
depart, anxious as they were to get 
here. They—the Jesuit ‘priests, the 
American and English or the Swedish 
Protestants and Protestant wives, none 
looking as if they had endured any 
hardships—ray they will go out to the 
Yorktown immediately firing begins.

NEW YORK, July 28.—American 
manufacturers and exporters are eag- 
erly asking for information concerning 
the East Indian field for the sale cof 
electrical goods, and the names of 
agents in India to handle their pro- 
Auctions. W. T. Fee, the United States 
Consul at Bombay, says that if. any 
American company wishes to make a 
success of operations in this field, it 
must positively send out its own re- 
Mable agent to repreent it. At present 
Madras is the only city where electric- 
ity is used for street railroads, In Bom- 
bay current is used only in a Iimited 
way; in some of the better_houses and 
bungalows, and on an occasional fete 
or holiday, a public park may be 
lighted by a portable electric t. 
The general merchant or dealer is to» 
inevfficiently acquainted with electric 
manufactures to make an efficient 
agent. Bombay with its great land and 
sea shipping, and its extensive trade, 
commertial and manuiacturing inter- 
ests, is an immense city. Its bulidings 
are the finest in India, and it contains 
vast wealth. The appalling density of 
its population, and the exorbitant rates 
of rental would find effectual relief in 
cheap and rapid electric transit. Mr. 
Fee believes that under such condi- 
tions, electricity as a motive 1 and 
for lighting must soon be taken up by 
the city. and he suggests that Ameri- 
can manufacturers and capitalists séek- 
ing new flelds of profitable and at in- 
vestment should look weil to this op- 
portunity. Indla possesses an incxhaus- 
tible supply of coal. While not of the 
best quality, it ts good for steam pur- 
poses, and is cheap. It sells in Bombay 
at $4.25 to $5.25 per ton, according to 
the quality. The cost of transportation 
of electrical supplies and apparatus to 
Bombay could be greatly lessened by 
freighting in sailing vessels around the 
Cape. This would also avoid the Suez 
Cara! and. by judicious management 
in shipping. the extra time taken would 
not be felt. Under the Indian tariff

USE IN DIAGNOSIS. 


NEW YORK, July 28.—Dr. R. W. 
Wilcox says that the Roentgen rays 
have afforded considerable aid in the 


_ diagnosis of disease. They are already | 


ef some use in detecting and determin- 
ing diseases of the lungs. Dead lungs 
are more opaque to the rays than liv- 
ing ones. Gall stones have been ekio- 
graphed, not only in the bile-ducts, but 
in the liver. Tumors of the brain have 
been located. In a London hospital the 
rays are used for the removal of su- 
perfluous hair, espectally on the faces 


ef women. A leaden mask with aper- 


tures s employed to permit the rays to 
be directed only on: those areas of skin 
from which the hair ts to be removed. 
The exposure namen is fifteen minutes, 
which ts very long, unless the vacuum 
tube is far away from the skin. Dif- 
ferent doctors claim to have cured 


eczemas, acne, favvs, psorissis, and 


even elephantiasis ty the rays: but 
this treatment for skin troubles is not 
yet by any means standardized. Doc- 
tors are not agreed upon the action of 
the rays on the skin. Some claim that 
it alters nutrition, others that the 
chonges are chemical in their nature. 
In fact. in this direction the medical 
profession is still_simply feeling its 
way.

INCANDESCENT LAMP. 


IMPROVEMENTS OF MODERN OVER 
EARLIER FORMS. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK, July 28.—It is twenty 
years since Edison gave the first pub- 
ue exhibition of his incandescent lamp 
tm the Menlo Park Laboratory. It is 
curious to note that while the lamp 
contains the same elements todey as 
it contained at that time, each of these 
elements has been so changed and de- 
veloped that the present lamp differs 
in every respect from the old one, the 


pearance and performance, but in eco- 
nemical construction. Twenty years 
ago, lamps sold at $1 in the same quan- 
tities: for which they now sell at 20 
cents, and the profit per lamp now is 
much more than it was then. It Is 
even stated that lamps which, in the 
early days were sold at $1, were sold 
at a loss. The old lamp bulbs, made 
eat the factory from glass tubing, were 
blown by the eye without any other 
guide, so that no uniformity in their 
shape could be relied on.

as is possible with the present fiamen 
which has a graphite coating add 
after it comes m the furnace. 
Twenty years ago, it took six watts 
of current per le wer in the 
lamps where it takes 31 watts per 
candle power at the present time. The 
old loop of the filament, too, measured 
throu the tip of the lamp, only gave 
three candles, whereas, the present 
lamp in thet position gives seven can- 
dies. In the old lamps about ten times 
as much platinum per lamp was used 
as is used today, and yet the metal 
does its work quite as well as before, 
The base of the lamp has been greatly 
improved; the old bases were con- 
etructed on a bad principle, which 
caused many of them to break in use. 
Another most important element in the 
construction of the lamp is the produc. 
tion of the vacuum. Formerly it took 
five or six hours to exhaust a lamp; 
now, it can be exhausted in one min- 
ute, and the proportion of poor 
vacuums is infinitely less than it was. 
The improvements in methods of man- 
ufacture generally are indicated by the 
fact that only a few years ago the 
cost of the breakage incurred in the 
manufacture per lamp produced, was 
greater than the total cost of the lamp 
at the present day. Great care is be- 
stowed in the factory to the process 
which determines the voltage and can- 
dle power of a lamp when finished. 
For this purpose pleces of apparatus 
are used which measure the diameter 
of a filament to the one-forty-thous- 
andthe of an neh. The closatfication 
of the lamps for voltage and candle 
power is of the minutest character. 
The consumption of Incandescent lamps 
is enormous.

AVALON BREVITIES. 


Shark hatching is now to be added to 
the Industries of Santa Catalina Island. 
Five leopard shark eggs were gathered 
at the aquarium yesterday and one that 
has lain in the tank for some time was 
discovered to have a Httle live shark 
kicking about inside of it. The little chap 
is not more than half an inch long, but 
K is a perfect shark. The egg is flat 
four or five inches long and an inch 
and quite transparent. The yolk has 
shark is on top of it and attached to it 
by a small cord, apparently. 

An interesting little creature of the 
shrimp family is the most pugnacious 
animal that has ever been put into 
the tanks. It is about five inches in 
length when at rest, but when dis- 
turbed it throws out a three-jointed 
weapon in front about three inches in 
length, the last joint of which is 
shaped much like a scythe and folds 
back on the second joint like a clip- 
per or a pair of shears. The little chap 
will dart at whatever disturbs it, and, 
getting its clippers around it, attempts 
to cleave it in two.

ANAHEIM, Aug. 6.—[{Regular Cor- 
respondence.] Health Offleer Bickford 
has issued a bulletin declaring. the 
presence about outhouses in the city of 
many black spiders of poisonous va- 
riety. The announcement, following

The Health Offi- 
cer says in part: The wonder is that 
there are not more fatalities like that 
at Fullerton. I would urge the clean- 
ing and sweeping out ef such places 
fveely and ‘frequently, especiaily in 
the vault and under the vault cover. 
Such covers should be taken off and 
put on with hinges so they can be 
raised and frequently cleansed.’ Dr.

The lowering of 
the dam will stop the flooding of agri- 
cultural land, and will throw back to 
public use a part of the lands secured 
by the club. 

LOOKING FOR MORE WATER.

Those who are in- 
terested in the matter are confident 
that a large stream of water will be 
encountered in that distance and 
many are inclined to the belief that 
the stream will be large enough for 
the irrigation of many hundred acres 
that are now parched because of t 
lack of irrigation. The great abun- 
dance of water furnished by the Bou- 
ton wells on the Los Alamitos range 
is pointed out and it is believed that 
the water formation stratum runs di- 
rectly through this territory.

Her Fame Eelipsed by One 
Glass of Beer. 


Arizona's Affats. 


PRESCOTT (Ariz.,) Aug. 2.—{Regu- 
lar Correspondence.] The fame of Mrs. 
O'Leary's cow is eclipsed by Prescott’s 
million dollar glass of beer. The big 
fire started in a cheap lodging-house, in 
a room where a miner had stuck his 
miner’s candlestick into the papered 
wall. On the point of retiring he was 
suddenly stricken with thirst, and went 
below for a glass of beer, leaving the 
candle burning. When the miner real- 
ised the price the community was about 
to pay for his lager he left town before 
a Vigilance committee had time to form. 
Another sifting of the fire is reminis- 
cent of the performance of Nero at 
the time of the Roman conflagration. 
A piano was saved from one of the 
gambling saloons on Whisky Row,“ 
and was dumped, right side up, in the 
plaza, across the street. Then appeared 
one of the female warbliers, driven from 
her saloon employment by the flames, 
and while the heat from the burning 
buildings across the way was almost 
enough to curl up the veneer on the 
plano, sat herself down to play and 
sing, “There’l Be a Hot Time in the 
Old Town Tonight.“

NEWS OF THE MINBS. 

Fully 200 Apache Indians are en- 
camped on the east fork of the Verde 
River, near the Natural Bridge, driven 
from their farms on the Gila at San 
Carlos because of lack of water. The 
Verde ranchers are far from comfort- 
able with their unwelcome neighbors, 
and have appealed to the Indlan agent 
to order them back to San Carlos. An- 
other band of Apaches has been in the 
upper Verde Valley, near Jerome, for 
several years, peacefully farming, with 


the full assent of the white settlers. 
Both bands, it should be explained, 
‘have gone back to the land whence 
they were taken by Gen. Crook early 


in the 7086. A report that the Indians 
on the main Verde had been dying by 
the dozen of smallpox has been found 
utterly untrue. 

With the full approval of the main 
owner of the mine, Senator Clark, the 
miners of the United Verde mine have 
formed a Miners’ Union. The last visit 
of the Senator to Jerome was marked 
by his installation of eight-hour shifts 
underground, for the same wage for- 
merly paid for ten hours.
